Get Trophies In Y C Event; 


Local Red Cross 
Asks Aid For 
Flood Victims 


"Flood victims of six states 
need your help now,” the Hancock 
County Chapter of the American 
Red Cross said this week in an 
appeal for contributions to a spec- 
ial flood relief fund drive. 


The ARC urged local residents 
to take or mail contributions to 
the local chapter, located in the 
court house. 


Latest figures (still incomplete) 
on six state totals indicate 474 in- 
jured, 131 hospitalized; 34,660 
families suffering loss; 922 homes 
destroyed; 5,035 homes major 
damage; 14,702 homes minor dam- 
age; 11,036 families expected to 
register, requiring some degree 
of assistance to supplement their 
own resources. 


Millions of dollars will be re- 
quired to restore even a minimum 
degree of family living to the 
untold number of victims. 

Relief to victims of these floods 
is not only a traditional obligation 
of the Red Cross but one imposed 
by charter of the US Congress. 

A major source of relief funds 
to meet the human needs of the 
flood victims will come from the 
American Red Cross, formally 
designated as the official relief 
agency in time of natural disas- 
ters. 

Red Cross aid, which is for in- 
dividual families, is not to be 
confused with aid through fed- 
eral funds, which will be used 


for restoration of public property 


and facilities, the local ARC said. 

All funds contributed through 
the local Red Cross chapter at | 
this time are earmarked for ex- 
penditure only on this flood re- 
lief operation. 

In the stricken area. close to 
300 trained disaster workers are 
presently assigned by the Red 
Cross, which also has marshalled 
thousands of regular and on-spot 
volunteers from all walks of life. 

Appeals have been made and 
contributions are now being re- 
ceived from across the nation, 
from the president on down to 
“the kid next door.”

Annual Forestry Queen Contest

Grenada Lake, opened in Jan- 
uary 1954, is expected to neátig 
equal that record by tha end' of 
this year. A total of 20,000 
visitors were recorded during 
the July 4th holiday alone. 

Both the Corps of Engineers 

, and the Park Service are pres- 
ently concentrating on this pop- 
ular recrea.iona! area. Two 
parks to provide accommoda- 
tions for both white and colored 
vacationers already are under- 
way and expected to be com- 
pleted by February 1, 1956. 

Meantime, the Corps of Engi- 
neers, with headquarters in 
Vicksburg, has advertised for 
bids on three main recreational 
sites and four supplemental boat 
rental areas. Bids will be open- 
ed November 14th 

The main recreational sites, 
which will ue leased on the ba- 
sis of the best proposal for de- 
velopment, are at Grenada Land- 
ing at the South end of the Dam: 
Choctaw Landin; on the North 
shore of the lak« at the entrance 
to the Yalobusha River and Scu- 
na Turkey Creek, north on the 
upper arm of the Scuna .River. 
Leases are for 25 yenrs with ap- 
tions to renew. 

The Grenada Landing site, 
with 13.5 acres, calls for over- 
night accommodations, conces- 
sions for food, tackle and boats; 
a boat dock and floating service 
dock. 

The Choctaw Landing site, 
with 69.3 acres, calls for about 
the same facilities, except that 
more emphasis will be placed on 
fishing. The Scnna Turkey Creek 
site also wil be devoted prin- 
cipally tc fishing with about the 
same facilities as offered at Gre- 
nada and Choctaw Landings.

| CAREFUL DRIVING BY 
Y BUS DRIVERS 


Seventeen Tennessee school 
children were killed recently when 
a fast freight plowed into the 
side of the school bus in which 
they were riding. None of the 
26 other tiny passengers in the 
bus escaped injury.. 

And 
here! 

The driver of the ill fated 
Tennessee bus stated that he did 
not see the on-rushing train un- 
til too late. Perhaps he didn't; 
certainly, he would not have driv- 
en the bus onto the track had he 
seen the approaching freight. 

But the big question which 
will always bother the parents 
of those 4 tots—and the unfor- 
tunate driver, the only person 
in the bus who escaped injury— 
is: Why wasn't the train seen? 

Mississippi Commissioner of 
Public Safety T. B. Birdsong 
states that Mississippi school bus 
drivers are required by law to 
undergo extensive, supervised 
training before being permitted 
to transport children to and 
from school.
